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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the im ention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the stibject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

Claims 8-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Pami et al 
(WO 00/58555) in view of Lintula et al (WO 00/63494). 

Pami provides for a rod cradle for a film, coating, or sealing rod, comprising portions of 
the rod cradle forming a base part (2), portions of the rod cradle defining a rod groove (area 3), 
and portions of the rod cradle forming a body part (not numbered) which is between the base part 
and the rod groove; wherein the base part and the body part are formed of a first material; 
wherein the portions defining a rod groove include circumference portions edging the rod 
groove, the circumference portions including portions forming lips, the rod groove being 
arranged to receive a rod between said lips, and wherein the circumference portions are arranged 
to lie against the rod; wherein said circumference portions are formed at least partly by a slider 
piece of a second material different (6) than the first material. Pami is silent conceming the 
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slider piece being of an insert-molded part of the cradle. However, it was known in the art at the 
time the invention was made, to provide in a cradle rod holder, a slider piece being of an insert- 
molded part of the cradle and being made from polyurethane as evidenced by Lintula (page 5, 
lines 21 to page 6, line 29). Thus in light of the teachings of Lintula, it would have been within 
the purview of one skilled in the art to provide a slider piece being of an insert-molded part of 
the cradle in the Pami rod cradle in order to facilitate lubrication of the rod used in the cradle 
with minimal wearing of the rod. 

With respect to remaining claims, all such limitations are deemed to be within the 
purview of one skilled in the art to the manufacturing of the cradle and thus would not result in 
patentability. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The following patent discloses the state of the art with respect to a coated cradle: 
Rata et al (US 6687950).
